Dr.  R.  C.  Webster,  y nr  Medical  Officer  of  Health  since  1st  August, 
1948 ? retired  in  December,  1970. 

The  section  of  the  report  which  deals  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances, 
Housing  and  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food,  has  been  compiled  by 
Mr.  G.  Wains ley,  y ur  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  forms  his  report  for  the 
year. 


The  Vital  Statistics  bear  comparison  with  the  previous  year.  The  Birth 
Rate  was  16.7  per  thousand  as  opposed  to  the  National  average  of  16,00.  The 
Death  Rate  was  14. 7 compared  to  the  National  Average  of  11.7*  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  is  higher  than  the  National  Average  but  when  one  is  dealing  with 
a small  population  a slight  alteration  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  can  cause 
quite  a fluctuation  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  does  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 
As  regards  tuberculosis  there  was  another  slight  increo.se  in  the  number  of  cases, 
both  respiratory  and  non-re spiratory.  Of  the  twenty-nine  persons  on  the  register 

about  half  of  the  people  are  Commonwealth  immigrants.  One  must  mention  that  the 
total  number  of  cases  involved  is  small. 

I on  certain  that  during  the  year,  Members  of  the  Committee  maintained 
their  interest  in  the  health  of  the  district.  Appreciation  must  be  expressed  of 
the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  G.  Walmsley.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL 


A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  the 
use  of  paper  sacks  as  “bin  liners  has  proved  very  successful.  The  work  has  been 
cleaner  and  less  laborious  and  an  extension  of  the  paper  sack  scheme  would  appear 
to  be  desirable  by  many  householders. 

The  suction  road  sweeper  has  enabled  more  frequent  sweeping  of  the  roads 
but  the  litter  problem  still  causes  an  unnecessary  amount  of  work.  The  fouling  of 
footpaths,  back  streets  and  open  spaces  by  dogs  is  to  be  deplored  and  many  complaints 
were  received  throughout  the  year. 

Some  improvement  was  noticed  in  the  removal  of  builders  rubbish  in  back 
> streets  and  legal  action  will  be  taken  against  offenders  if  necessary.
